This  school  has  one  of  the  highest -rating  faculties  anywhere 
around.  Why  just  about  the  entire  faculty  include  Deloris  Archer,  Music;  James  Goodwyn,  History;  Carolyn  Malloy,  English;  Lois 
Powell,  Social  Studies;  Dorothy  Shands,  Business  Education;  Marion  Turner,  Mathematics;  and  Jocelyn  Jarratt,  Sociology.  Now 
don't  get  me  wrong  when  1 say,  "Phd.  Degrees,"  because  actually,  each  of  them  did  receive  this  degree  upon  graduation  from 
Central  State  Hospital. 

The  Utopian  Hospital,  my  next  stop,  seems  to  be  very  modern  with  all  of  the  needed  facilities.  About  the  only  thing  needed 
at  this  hospital  is  patients;  however,  Utopia  being  such  a perfect  place,  there  is  no  need  for  sickness.  I must  say  though  that  a 
better  staff  could  not  be  found  anywhere.
